Dr. Jenkins. Almost by the time I was — bad the time to pay more attention 
to tho wound in the head, nil of these other activities wore under way. I was 
busy connecting up an apparatus to respire for the patient, exerting manual 
pressure on the breathing bag or anesthesia apparatus, trying to feel for a pulse 
in the neck, nnd then reaching up and feeling for one in the temporal area, seeing 
about connecting the cardioscopo or directing its being couuectcd, and then 
turned attention to the wound in the head. 

Now, Dr. Clark had begun closed chest cardiac massage at this time and I 
was aware of the magnitude of the wouud. because with each compression of the 
chest, there was a great rush of blood from the skull wouud. Part of the brain 
■was herniated; I really think part of the cerebellum, as I recognized It, was 
herniated from the wound; there wn3 part of the brain tissue, broken fragments 
of the brain tissue on the drapes of the cart ou which the President lay.

What 
led you to the thought that it was a bullet entrance wound, sir? 

Dr. Jones. The hole was very small ami relatively Hcnn cut, as you would 
see In a bullet flint is entering rather than exiling from n patient- if this 
were an exit wound, you would think that it exited at a very low velocity to 
produce no more damage lhati this hnd done, ami if this were a missile of high 
velocity, you would exjws-t more of an explosive tyjie of exit wound, with more 
tissue destruction than this appeared to have on su|N-r th-in l examination. 

Mr. Specter. Would it be consistent, then, with nn exit wound, hut of low 
velocity, as you put if? 

I>r. Jones. Yes: of very low velocity to the point that you might think that 
this bullet barely made if through the soft tissues and Just eunuch to drop out 
of the skin on the opposite side. 
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of this hieli velocity would suddenly change l«s course by striking, but at the 
present — at that time, if 1 accounted for it on llie basis of one shot, that would 
have been the way I accounted for It. 

Mr. Specter. And would that account take into consideration the extensive 
damage done to the lop of the President's head? 

I)r. Jones, if this were the course of the missile, it probably — possibly could 
have accounted for it. although I would iM.ssildy expect it to do a tremendous 
amount of damage to the vertebral eolunin that it hit and if this were a high 
velocity missile would also think that tin* entrance wound would probably 
he laiger than the one that was present, at the time we saw It. 

Mr. Specter. Did you observe whether or not there was any damage to the 
vertebral column? 

Dr. Jones. No. we could not see tliis. 

Mr. Specter. Did you discuss this theory with any other doctor or doctors? 

Dr. .Tones. T es : this was discussed after the assassination. 

Mr. Specter. With whom? 

Dr. Jones. With I>r. Perry — is the only one that I recall specifically, and 
that was merely as to how many times the President was shot, because even 
immediately after death, within a matter of .TO minutes, the possibility of n 
second gunshot wound was entertained and that possibly he hnd been shot 
more than once. 

Mr. Specter. What is your experience. Doctor, if nuy, in the treatment of 
bullet wounds? 

Dr. Jones. 1 hiring our residency here we have approximately 1 complete 
year out of the I years on the trauma service here, and this is in addition to 
the 2 months that we sp'itd every other day and every other night in the • 
emergency room during our first year, so that we see a tremendous number of 
bullet wounds here in that length of time, s ometimes as many as four and fiv e 
a nigitf.

Mr. Specter. Will you describe with ns much particularity as you can the 
wound which you noticed on the President's nock?

And. it was directly 
in the midline. Now, this wound was excised in the performance of the tra- 
cheotomy nnd on the entery info the decider tissues of the neck, there was con- 
siderable contusion of the muscles of the nnterior neck and a moderate amount 
of bleeding around the trachea.

It lies at the bottom of the great cerebral fissure (the crevice between 
the two cerebral hemispheres). Commander Humes reported a back-to-front 
lac eration through the corpus callosum . 

In addition. Humes reported a parasaggital laceration that ran the entire length 
of the brain. (Note; In a top view, the parasaggital laceration, depicted here by 
line A-8. would be to the right of the corpus callosum.)

How long did the autopsy surgeons have 
with the President’s body? Did they have sufficient time to 
make a thorough autopsy, or were they being pressed to de- 
liver his body to the undertaker? , 

A In response to a specific question like that, I would 
refer to the autopsy reixirt. My general recollection is that 
they were not pressed at all, that they started on it in the 
early evening on November 22 and they worked on the body 
through the night, and the body was not prepared for burial 
until the morning of November 23, and that it was taken to 
the White House to lie in state somewhere in the 4-to-o a.m. 
area on November 23. 

Q So they had only a few hours in the night of the -2nd. 

A That is correct, but, to the best of my information, that 
is an adequate opportunity to perform a comprehensive au- 
topsy report subject to supplemental studies, as, for example, 
were done on the brain. There was a supplemental autopsy 
report on the President’s brain.

Dr. Carrico also added 
that from the moment the 
President was brought into 
the hospital until the body 
was covered the pupils of 
his eyes were dilated and 
fixed. This is sometimes 
called the stare of death. 

The Dallas doctors admit- 
tedly were in disagreement. 
Some believed the President 
had been shot twice, the • 
neck wound being from a 
glancing hit: one of the sur- 
geons explained over televi- 
sion that he was shot only 
once, and 'that a fragment 
from the bullet that hit his 
head coursed downward and 
emerged through the front 
of the throat.

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A. Assassin In Building 

As the motorcade was traveling through downtown Dallas on 
Elm Street about fifty yards west of the intersection with Houston 
Street (Exhibit 1), three shots rang out. Two bullets struck 
President Kennedy, and one w ounded Governor Connally . The 
President, who slumped forward in the car, was rushed to Parkland 
Memorial Hospital, where he was pronounced dead at 1:00 p. m. 

Immediately after President Kennedy and Governor Connally 
were admitted to Parkland Memorial Hospital, a bullet was found on 
one of the stretchers. Me dical examination of the President's body 
revealed t hat one of the bullets had entered just below his shoul der 
to the right of the spinal co lumn at an angle of 45 to 60 degrees downwa rd, 
that there was no point of exi t, and that the bullet was not in the bo dy. 

An examination of this bullet by the FBI Laboratory determined that 
it had been fired from the rifle owned by Oswald. (Exhibit 23)

A. President's Clothing 

The FBI Laboratory has determined that the 
bullets used in the assassination of President 
Kennedy on November 22, 1963, were a military type 
manufactured by the Western Cartridge Company, 
East Alton, Illinois. These bullets have solid 
noses with full copper alloy jackets and lead 
cores. Examination of the President's clothing by 
the FBI Laboratory disclosed that there was a small 
hole in the back of his coat and shirt approximately 
six inches below the top of the collar and two inches 
to the right of the middle seam of the coat. There 
were minute traces of copper on the fabric sur- 
rounding the hole. Medical examination of the 
President's body had revealed that the bullet which 
entered his back had penetrated to a distance of 
less than a finger length. (Exhibits 59 and 60)

This, however,' was not a television 
interview of the doctor. They also located a news 
clip covering an interview with Doctor Shaw at Parkland 
Hospital, in which Doctor Shaw comments upon the wounds 
received by Governor Connally, but in which no mention 
was made of the President's wounds.

Although it is not necessary to any essential findings of the Com- 
mission to determine just which shot hit. Governor Connally, there is 
very persuasive evidence from the experts to indicate that the same 
bullet, which pierced the President’s throat also caused Governor Con- 
nally’s wounds. However, Governor Connally’s testimony and certain 
other factors have given rise to some ditlcrence of opinion as to this 
probability but there is no quest ion in the mind of any member of t..e 
Commission that all the shots which caused the President s and Gov- 
ernor Connally’s wounds were fired from the, sixth floor window of 
the Texas School Book Depository.

Mr. Specter. Assuming some factors in addition to those which you personally 
observed. Dr. Baxter, what would your opinion he if these additional facts were 
present: First, the President had a bullet wound of entry on the right posterior 
thorax just above the upper border of the scapula with the wound measuring 7 
by 4 mm. in oval shape, being 14 cm. from the tip of the right acromion process 
and 14 cm. below the tip of the right mnstnid process— ‘assume this is -the set of 
facts, that the wound just described was caused hy a 6.6 mm. bullet shot from 
approximately 100 to 2-7D feet away from the President, from a weapon having 
a muzzle velocity of approximately 2.000 feet i>er second, assuming ns a third 
factor that the bullet passed through the President's body, going in between the 
strap muscles of the shoulder without violating the pleura space and exited at 
n point in the midline of the nock, would the hole which you saw on the Presi- 
dent's throat he consistent with an exit point, assuming the factors which I 
have Just given to you? 

Dr. Baxter. Although it would be unusual for a high velocity missile of this 
type to cause a wound as you have described, the passage through tissue planes 
of this density could have well resulted in the sequence which you outline: 
namely, that the anterior wound does represent n wound of exit. 

Mr. Specter. What would be the considerations which. In your ndnd. would 
make if. as you characterized it. unlikely? 

Dr. Baxter. It would be unlikely because the damage th at the bullet would 
create would be — lirsf its speed would create n shock wave winch would damage * 
n larger number of tissues, as in ils path, if would reu.l to strike, or usunTiT 
w ould strike, tissues of greater density rh.-m this particular missile did an il 
would then liegin to fum ble a nd would cre ate la rger lagged— the further it wear , 
th e more jagged would he the damage that It created: so that ordinarily ther e 
would have been n rather large wound of exit. 



Mr. Specter. Assume, if you will, another set of hypothetical ei rcitinsi nitres : 
That the 6..1 millimeter bullet traveling at the same muzzle velocity, to wit. 
2.000 feet i<er second, at approximately 10.7 feet between the woajwm and the 
victim, struck the President in the hack of the neek passing through The large 
strap muscles, going. through a fascia channel, missing the pleural cavity, strik- 
ing no bones and emerging front the lower anterior third of the neck, after 
striking the trachea. Could such a projectile have then passed into the Gov- 
ernor's back and inflicted all three or all of the wounds which have boon 
described here today? 

Dr. Gregory. I believe one would have to concede Hie possibility. but l be - 
l ieve firmly that the probability is much diminished. 

Mr. Spectfr. Why do yon say that, sir .' 

Dr. Ghecort. I think that to pass through the soft tissues of the Presiden t 
would ccrtninlv have decelerated the missile to some extent. Having then struck 
" the Governor and shattered n rib, it. is further decelerated, yet it 1ms presumabl y 
retained snlfieienf energy to smash a radius . 

Moreover, it escaped the forearm to twmofrnfo nt least the skin and fascia 
of the thigh, and f am not persuaded that this is very probable . I would have 
to yield to possibility. I am sure that those who deni with ballistics can do 
better for yon than I can in this regard. 




Mr. Specie):. Anil could that missile have made the wound mi Governor Con- 
lially’s right wrist? 

Commander Hr. men. j think that that i< nn»>t unlikely . May I expand «»ii 
those two answers? 

Mr. Specter. Yes. please do. 

Commander Humes. The X-rays made of the wound in the head of the late 
President showed fragmentations of the missile. Some fragments we recovered 
ami turned over, as has lx>en previously noted. Also we have X-rays of the 
fragment of skull which was in the region of our opinion exit wound showing 
metallic fragments. 

Also going to Kxhihit 302. the report from Parkland Hospital, the following 
sentence referring to the examination of the wound of the wrist is found: 

‘•Small hits of metal were encountered at various levels throughout the 
wound, and these were, wherever they were ideal itlcd and could be picked up. 
picked up and submitted to the pathology dei»ortmeut for identification and 
examination.” 

The reason 1 believe it most unlikely that this missile could have inflicte d 
either" of these wounds is thar tins missile is basically Intact ; its jacket iit»t>ears 
to me to be in tact, and I do not understand how it could possibly have le ft 
f ragments in either of these locations. 

Mr. Specter. Dr. Humes, under your opinion which you have just given us. 
what effect, if any, would llmt. have on whether this bullet. could hare 
been the one to lodge in Governor Connolly's thigh? 

Commander Humes. I think that extremely unlikely . The rc|»orts. again 
Exhibit 3!»2 from Parkland, tell of an entrance wound on the lower midthlgh «»f 
the Governor, and X-ra.vs taken there are described as showing metallic frag- 
ments in the bone, which apparently by this report were not removed and 
are still present in Governor Connally's thigh. I can't, conceive of whore the y 
came from this missile .

Mr. Specter. And could it have been the Indict which inflicted the wound 
on Governor Connally's right wrist?

Rep. Louis Stokes (D-Ohio), former 
chairman of the House Assassinations 
Committee, confirmed last night that 
a Central Intelligence Agency officer

"In the absence of a full and truth- 
ful confession by the agency emplove 
or the others, if any. who were in 
league with him — or substantial new 
evidence, all recognize that the matter 
of motive cannot be ultimately re- 
solved.” Stokes said in his prepared 

He said he considers the mat- 
ter '‘closed" and feels that "the 
[House] committee and the agency did 
all they reasonably could be expected 
to do" last summer.

I, David F. Powers, make the following affidavit concerning my knowledge 
of the events of November 21 and 22, 1063. 

As we proceeded through Dallas the motorcade slowed down on a .number of 
occasions, but T do not believe it e.er stopped. When we passed through IV. • 
heart of Dallas, the crowds were about ten deep. We then turned off of Main 
Street onto Houston and made the sharp swing to the left up Elm Street. 

At that time we were traveling very slowly, no more than 12 miles an hour. 
In accordance with my custom. I was very much concerned about our timing 
and at just about that i*oint I looked at my watch and noted that it. was almost 
exactly 12:30 p.m.. which was the time we were due at the Trade Mart. I com- 
mented to Ken O’Donnell that it was 12:30 and we would only be about five 
minutes late when we arrived at the Trade Mart. Shortly thereafter the first 
shot went otY nnd it sounded to me as if it were a firecracker. I noticed then 
that the President moved quite far to his left after the shot from I lie extreme 
right hand side where he had been sitting. There was a second shot and Gov- 
ernor Connally disnpi>carod from sight and then there was a third shot which 
took off the top of the President's l"»ad and had the sickening sound of a grape- 
fruit splattering against the side of a wall. The total time between the first 
and third shots was about 3 or G seconds. My first impression was that th e 
shots came from the ri ght and overhead, but I also had a fleeting imprc-Mo n 
that the noise appealed to roine from the fr»»nt In the mv:i «»f the triple overpas s. 
This may have resulted from my feeling, when 1 looked forward toward tho 
overpass, that we might have ridden into an ambush.

up there. I imagine I stayed there 15 or 20 minutes and then went 
over on Houston Street to where I had ay truck parked. I had just^

curb in a burst of speed, passing me on the right side, which was 
very dangerous at that point, then got in front of me, and it seemed 
then as an afterthought, slewed in a big hurry in front of me as though 
realizing they would be conspicious in speeding. These three men were 
of slender build and seemed to be very excited in talking and motioning 
Co each other. They went across the Houston Street Viaduct and I 
turned off at ilarsalis Street exit and they continued on going towards 
Z*.ngs Blvd.

Q Could we take up specific points that are raised by 
critics of the investigation? One is the statement that 5S of 
90 witnesses at the scene of the assassination believe, or testi- 
fied, that shots came from the grassy knoll in front of the 
President’s car. Why did you reject their testimony? 

A Because auditory response on the origin of shots is total- 
ly unreliable in so many situations, especially where you 
have the acoustical situation present at Dealey Plaza in Dal- 
las, where tall buildings were present on three sides. 

The witnesses in the vortex of the assassination event 
thought the contrary to what those farther away thought. 

• They testified in terms of shots coming overhead and to the 
right and rear, as the witnesses in the presidential caravan 
itself said. 

There were officers on the overpass who had a good view 
of the grassy knoll, and they saw no shooting from the knoll. 
Digesting the evidence as a whole, there simply was no cre d- 
ible evidence that any shot came from the grassv knol l. 

Q Was there any evidence at all that conflicted with the 
theory that the President was shot from above and behind? 

A There was no credible evidence, by which the Com- 
mission meant believable evidence. There were people who 
ran off in the direction of the grassy knoll, but there wasyn o 
one who saw anyone on the grassy knoll with a weapon, as, 
lor example, eyewitnesses did see a ritie protruding trom the
